Hindus, abtnil A.f), (340. The story of the Musalman conquest of Pandua 
is legendary rattier than historical — though it seerms certain that such .1 
conquest did take place, and that the conqueror'a name was Shah Safi, the 
details of the story are legendary, and the supernatural details probably a 
comparatively late addition. 

The story Is given by Hunter, in his Statktteai Accent of tifttgat, 
Voh 111 ,, pp. 313-314, Hunter took the story from The Travel j ef a 
Hindu by Bholanatb Chandra. VoJ. |. ( pp. 141-145, Hunter s version is as 
follows :— 

" The * t(ir y that the Hindu Raja of Panda* on the occasion of 
the birtb of an heir to his house, had! given a great festival, One of his 
officers, a Musa I man, who held the post of translator of Persian documents, 
also made a feast of hk own at the same time, at which l>e killed a cow, 
taking care to bui) tiie bones in an obscure part of the town, in order to 
avoid giving offence to the Hindu population. Hut the bones were dug up 
by jackals sc night; and the next morning, on discovering the sacrilege, 
the whole town rose in masse and demanded vengeance un the offender. The 
unfortunate child of the Raja, being deemed unworthy to live with the btoid 
of kinc upon his bead, was first lulled. The people then turner' upon the 
Musaiman, who appealed to the Raja for protection, and not receiving it, 
made his escape to Delhi, when the Emperor despatched a large army against 
the l'andna Knja, and ,1 war resulted, which raged for many years, and 
finally terminated in the complete overthrow of the Hindus. This is the 
legend as told by Rabu Bholartatb Chandra, The Rev. James Long, in an 
article which appeared in the CalonUa Jtevitif some years ago, regarding the 
localities of the Grand 1 rank Road, tells the same story, but with the 
difference that the Musalman officer of the Raja was celebrating the birth a I 
hk own child, the laltcr being slain by the Hindus as a retaliation upon the 
father for having slaughtered a cow ; and that it was to obtain revenge for the 
murder of his child that the father sought assistance from the Emperor ai 
Delhi. This version of the story aeems the more probable 
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M A local tradition of the »ii between the Mohammedans and the 
ftutdua Raj*. relate > that fur a long dent- the Muwlmam strove igalurt the 
place in vain, as the town contained a sacred link, the waters of which 
possessed the virtue of restoring life to the fatten soldiers of the Hindu 
garrison The Mohammedan general, ho'never, succeeded In destroying the 
alt-healing powers of the tank, by throwing 1 piece of cow’s flesh into it, and 
thereby defiling the water. The besieged Hindu* could no more make 
use of their tank and w ere forced to surrender/' 

So runs the story, so told by Hunter, The local tradition, last quoted, 
is taken from an article In the Calcutta Review for 1850, on '* Esrly Bengali 
Literature and Newspapers/ arid the writer of that article had himself 
borrowed it from the Calcutta Asiatic Oise ruer of J SJ4 The Raja of Pandua 
had sought the assistance of the Raja of Munad fMahnad) against the Invaders. 
The nttracnku? tank, which was tailed (he Jh:nch Knnd. was at Mahnad. 
As that place is only four miles from Pondua, if the two ware under different 
rulers or Rajas, they must have been very petty principalities. 

The PanHua min.tr, or tower, was blliit to commemorate the victory of 
the Mu oilmans, and is said to be the oldest building In Bengal It it 
described as follows in the List of AntUnt Ahtaw.riti ;— 

" It is a round tower of five stages or storeys, each lessening in diameter, 
from Co reef it the base to 13 at the top The dimensions of the several 
stages will be best understood by being placed in a tabular form.

I wrote the following description of the lower In 190G 

Round the circular core there was once a circular staircase, but in the 
course of ages the steps have al! been wnm away, and there now remains a 
rough sloping ascent. There is no great difficulty' in getting to the top. I 
went Up on th<: [2th December 1900, but it is rather a seta cubic, and anyone 
doing so would be the better of a lighl, as it is pitch dark inside the tower. 
Round the circular itair U an outer wall of masonry. About ten feet above 
the ground fa a recess, some sis fee E high by four broad, in the outer wall, 
which h here about eight feet thick. At the lop of the third story the 
stair opens out into what was once a circular gallery round the tower, but 
it Is now so overgrown with bushes and jungle that it is impossible to go 
round it. On the top of the fourth storey ihtie was once a similar gallery, 
overgrown uow'with jungle in the same way ; there is now only sufficient 
room to sit down in the opeoing of the stair here Up to the top of the 
third storey the stair is very dark, with only two small loopholes, and Rill 
of bats. 

In (QOG the t'andua humt was taken an the Government list of 
monumento to be kept in repair, and it wa* thorough]/ repaired during the 
first three months of 1907* It now consists d five stones, a cupola, and 
pinnacle. The fifth story, cupola and pinnacle, of the old tower, had fallen 
In the earthquake of t&>s, A bank of earth, some six feet high, wa> heaped up 
round the base of the tower. The circular stair inside the tower was rebuilt 
from bottom to tup, and the loopholes in the outer wall were cleared out and 
repaired, so that the staircase fa now well lit, and it is now quite easy to go 
from the bottom to the top, The circular galleries round the base of each 
story were repaired, and pamper made round them. A fifth story, tome 
twenty feet high, was added <. n , a cupola some six feet high above that, and 
a pinnacle ornament another six feel high, on top of 41 . The height of the 
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tower, to the top of the pinnacle, Is now 127 feci: and there are now t6t

The whole mutar was also re plastered and w hitewashed. Unfortunately 
this renovation lias given the appearance of a brand new erection to 
what was formerly a venerable ruin- The Bengal monsoon Tains, however, 
may be trusted to remove this spick and span appearance within a few 

yearpL 

The mosqtie on the north-west was cleared out at the same time, all the 
rubbish, fallen brick work, and jtoglc, being cleared away. R appears quite 
beyond repair now. 

The minaret can be well seen from the railway, looking out to the 
north-east, as Lhe train approaches Pandua from the south. 1 : it ;.!m> -i 
very conspicuous object to any one approaching I’andua by the toad from 
Kahia, from the north-east . but It is not easily seen in the village itself, 
it stands about a hundred yards east of the fourth furlong of the 42nd mile 
of the Grand Trunk Road, 

North-west of the minaret are the ruins of a large mosque, said to have 
had sixty domes, a few of which ate still standing, though most of lhe 
building has fallen down, and much of the mid* has been cleared away. 
A number of large black --biting roughly caned stones may also be seen 
some worked into the mosqoe, or acting as pillars, others lying on the ground 
I'robabty these were once part of an older Hindu temple. 

About a hundred yards east of the tower it a large tank, with a mosque 
on its cast bank. An inscription on the mosque shows that it Is about 
300 years old. East of the mosque again is a vmall Muisalman cemetery , 
walled in, bul falling into decay. This mosque has also recently been 
repaired. 

On tlie west of the Grand Trunk Road, opposite the tower, is & white¬ 
washed tomb, of no architectural pretensions or beauty, said to be that of 
Shah Safi alias Safiitdin Sultan, the Conqueror of I’andtra. 

Local tradition calls the Hindu King, whom Shah Safi overthrew. Bandu. 
The article, above quoted, from the Cakuira Rtt/Uw of 1850, gives his name

A targe iweAr, or religious fair, is held at Pandua on the rst of Magh 
(middle of January,!, anti a smaller one on the tit of Bmahk (middle of 
April; every year. At the former the attendance Is about 10,000: chiefly 
Muni mans. In f$»4 seventy persons were crushed to death in the lower, 
owing to one man falling, those bdow to get up, and those below 

trying to get down. 

West of Pandua is a large tank, believed to be forty feet deep, called the 
Pi* Ptkkar or saint's tank. It is surrounded by ruined tombs, supposed to 
be those of Busalmans who fell during the war of invasion, 

Tt is said that Pandua was once fortified by a wall and a trench, five 
miles in circumference Maps of fifty 1 years ago shew a fortification, a wall 
or band completely surrounding the village. I have been out of and Into 
Pandua. on all sides, north, south, east and west, dozens of tim», but have 
never seen any traces of this cireumvsllation; unless an old band, running 
from the railway, a little north of the station, to the Grand Trunk Road, 
forms the remains of it 

tVuulua suffered terribly from the epidemic feveT which ravaged Bengal 
in the fifties and sixties of last century. This epidemic, in its slow westward 
march, reached Panduu fn July tgftl, upwards of 1,200 of the inhabitants of 
the village died during the next six months. By it is said 5.200 had 
died out of a population of less than 7,000, 

Pandua i» the chief Mural mini centre in tire dinict of Hughlf, the popula¬ 
tion of which it almost entirely Hindu. Four-fifths 0/ Lire total district 
population are Hindus; Pandua is the only place or any site in the district 
where Musalmanv preponderate. Here they form the great majority. The 
Mnsatmans uf Pandua chiefly belong to tbe upper classes, or Athtqf a* they 
are called, and arc generally known a* Avnadnn. from Aim, * grant, best¬ 
owed by the Moghal Government for services rendered by thdr forefathers. 
During the early years of British rule, when the British officer*' duties were 
chiefly confined to the collection of revenue, and judicial Authority was left in 
tbe hands of Kasis, or M usd man judge#, these Kasit were often chosen 
from among the Atmadars of Pandua , and Uie jjo-it ^#f Kmi-at- Kastat {Kaoi 
uf Knsn. or chief JGml was for some lime hereditary in a Pandua family 
tbe last holder of tire post being Kasi Muhammad Mariiar. The Musalman* 
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of Pandua are said, no doubt with truth, to bs chiefly descended from the 
officers and soldiers who invaded Bengal under Shall Safi In the fouitccuth 
century. 

Even in its modem decay. Pattdua is still a large and important village. 

It is the headquarter' or a than#, and forme a municipal union. The 
station is a fairly large one, all trains, except the mails, stop at it. There is 
a Public Works Department resthouse in the village, also an English school, 
and a biweekly dispensary, a branch of the Bhola Nath Hose dispensary at 
Mandslai is held an market; afternoons, Sundays and Wednesdays. 

Mahnad, more properly Mahanatb (the great Lord), Is a large village, 
situated partly in Pandua and jjartly in Polba tkami, four miles south of 
Pandua. As stated above, it is said to have been the capital of another 
Raja, who assisted the Pandua Raja against the Musalman?; possibly the 
twu villages formed one town at that time, if so, all traces of the buildings 
filling the space between the two have disappeared. The miraculous tank 
may still be seen, and is now- known as the ' fibstf Kunti ."« tank pf life. 
There are temples of Rrahmomoyo and Shiva in the village At the latter a 
festival, known as the Mahmad jatk (an Llriya word for festival). Is held In 
the month of February, on the Shivara/ri, tire fourteenth day after the full 
moon in the month of Phalgun, The Bengal Rural Mission of the United 
Free Kirk has a station at Mahnad. and keeps up a school and a small 
dispensary. Five district i=jad* meet in the village, Mahnad station on the 
Bengal Provincial Railway is about a mite south of the village. 

D'.Layixiswt is a small village about four miles west a ml a little south of 
Maim ad, and sw is eight mile- from Pandus This place also lias a legend 
almost identlca! with those of Pandua and Mahnad. The legend was furnished 
to me by Babii Satkauri Ghosh, Headmaster of Dwarbasini School, It rum 
as follows 

At the time of the Moiahnan invasion of Bengal, a lino of Hindu king* 
of the Satgop caste held their capital at Dwarbatmi. The last of them was 
named Dwar Pal, His kingdom was invaded by a Mu sal man general named 
Muhammad Alt The first battle fought was indecisive. In Dwar Pal's palace 
enclosure was a tank called ihe/tfai knot ,or tank of life, which had (he power 
of curing the wounds of all who bathed in It. and even of restoring to life the 
bodies of those slain hi batik if they were placed in the sacred wafer. A 
Muaalman saint named Saha Jofcai gM leave from Dwar Pal to bathe in this 
tank, and entered the water with a piece of beef hidden hi Lis clothes. Hie 
pollution of the lank caused by this beef deprived the wafer of iu healing 
powers. Bereft of its help, Diver Pal was utterly defeated in n second battle, 
after which he and all his family bunted Lhemadvc* on a funeral pyre within 
his palace, which was thus reduced to a heap of ruins, known u bha * fftta. 




Kl'lJf* 0! l vf Panihm, 
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Before hfa death he predicted that, whenever a respectable Hindu of the 
Satgop caste should come to live at Divnrbasmi, he would become its king. 
It ts add that, as lone as the Musaiman fde lasted* no Satgop was ever 
allowed to settle there. 

The tank now shown as the Jibai kttnd is only a small shallow pond, on 
the south tide of a much larger tank known as katuana (prayer-fulfilling). A 
small tomb on the east of the /ibnt fund is raid to be that of the Pir Saha 
Jolrai. It Is in good repair having bean renewed within the last twenty years. 
Another large tank, a little to the east, now divided by cross Wj into three 
small tanks, is called Ckandra k«fi ftank of moonshine’, Soma distance to 
the nor tit are another large tank called T'apknten (site removing) and a series 
of seven tanks called Sat Snfw, after the Raja' 1 ' seven wives. On the south¬ 
east of Dwarhasini is a slightly raiser] mound composed of broken brick, 
known as the garb, or fort. Alt over the village, a little below the surface, 
are the remains of brick houses and walls, with many filled up wells j and 
local tradition say5 that much treasure has from time to time been dug up, as 
well as many broken sculptured stones. 

Nowadays Dwarbasini is a small, decayed, and very poor village. It 
contains a school and an outpatient dispensary, the latter is chiefly maintained 
by Raja Fiari Mohan Mukerjea, C.S.I., of Uttarpsra, who owns much 
property in the neighbourhood, Dwarbasitii Station on the Bengal Provin¬ 
cial Railway is about a mile south 1 the main village, Another mile or so to 
the south-east. In Sathan village stands one of the towers of the Great 
Trigonometrical Survey. Between Dwarbasini village and the railway line 
may be seen the mins of an indigo factnrj, the chimney of which b still 
standing. All over Hughli district may be seen the remains of indigo 
factories. the vats, specially their flows, last a very long time, but this 
is the only one i have seen where the chimney remains standing, Indigo 
cultivation in this district died out about 1350 to J &40. 

Dwarbasini, like Pandit a, suffered terribly from the epidemic fever, which 
first attacked the village to I SO 3. about a year after it reached PanduA. 
In .iS6p it was reported that 1,900 out of i,;oo inhabitants of Dwarbasini 
had died during the last six years, and that nut of the 800 remaining barely 
one-fourth were iu good health, 

Bain chi b a considerable village about five and a half miles north-west 
of i’andua, and about a mile and a half east of Hamchi Station on the East 
Indian Kail way. There are an inpatient dispensary and a Higher English 
School here maintained by endowment. Bnbu Hihari Lai Mukerjea, a 
wealthy trader and stf/itnctar who lived at Bahtchi and died In the seventies 
of last century, left a lakh and a half of rupees for the maintenance of the 
school 1 and dispensary, The bulk of his property was left to his widow for 
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life, She survived it its for about thirty years, dying on iStli December r^O?. 
Mheu the whole properly fell in to Government as a trust for charitable 
purpose? Tlie school has since been moved into the family residence of Its 
founder. In the compound of this house are two old Hindu temp!is with 
high conical roofs* A small inscription on one of them states that it was 
erected in the year 1604 Sakabdti. Tins would be A-D. 16S3, The Sakxbda 
era is the cm of Yikf&maditya. Here and there in the village of Bainchi are 
several small temples, built of beautifully moulded bricks. One or tlie G.T,S 
towers was built at Niala, & small village three miles north-east of Bamchi, 
ft fell in the earthquake of 1SS5 and is now represented only by a rough 


mound of ruins.

O Malley’s recent Gn .AUerpf Darjiling and .m old HandSoak a/ Darjeeling, 
published In 1863 by Captain j, G, Halhoni, R.A. (Calcutta, 18C3, &, C

Owing to the numerous Nepalese raids the once nourishing Sikkim 
village of Darjeeling had been deserted by its inhabitants, and little remained 
but the mins of an old temple or Buddhist monastery. Tills w^ situated on 
the top of what is now called u OWrYvtlory Hill “ In the centre of the present 
station. Later on this gttmfi*t was rebuilt, and still later it fell into ruins, and 
a new gtttKfa was built, which still exists, in the Bkutia buui, on the road 
down to tlte cantonment at Lebong, This ruined temple is the one referred 
to in the Cazittttr of i S4.1 as tire "old t^T and wa* long a landmark in 
the neighbourhood. A Buddhist " ihtrUn " still crowns this hill and numer¬ 
ous prayer flags still flutter their prayers in the wind. 

The representation; of LJoyd and Grant wwr not neglected by Lont

The three rneri to whbm Darjeeling is indebted for its existence and 
development ™rc iJojd, Gram and Campbell Lloyd and Grant discovered 
it and wew the first European* to tread those bills, it was to Lloyd's 
influence with the Raja of Sikkim that the cession of the hill territory was 
made * and to Dr. A. Campbell Darjeeling is indebted not only for the 
.successful development of the pWe, but for the introduction of the groat 
industry of these hiils—the tea plantations. 

An old rop.<rL written la 185:, by a Judge of the Supreme Court, is 
quoted by O'Malley'. in it full credit it given to Campbell. It runs ;

Dr. Archibald Campbell was h r-, in Scotland on ^otb April 1B05 and 
was therefore year* of age when appointed Superintendent of Darjeeling. 
He waE educated in Edinburgh and took liis M.D. degree there in *8a(L On 
Gth May iSsjf he received his commission in the Bengal Medical Service. 
He hud acted as Residency Surgeon iu Nepal when Brian Hodgson was 
t'clirica! Officer, and in 1840 he was appointed first “ Superintendent 0 f 
Darjeeling,” where he spent the next zz years, retiring in February iSda, 
with J5 years' >erv|eG, He died on 3th November 18*4. He published a. 
book (ftVO. Calcutta, 1848] entitled ' Rimtfj frjm n 1 TV Art ,1 n4

" Agreeable and courteous in manner, able and judicious tn mind, ener¬ 
getic and enterprising -it Is to Dr. Campbell that Darjeeling 

mainly owes its past progress and present position. For two and 
twenty years lie wisely '.yielded the ■sceptre uf tills Little principality 
and when at length he laid it down and exchanged the cares of 
office for rest and retirement in his native Land, he left Darjeeling 
with the kindly wishes and grateful remembrances of all who had 
ever known him. When Dr. Campbell took charge, there were not 
20 families [ ’ too soul?' says auothci account 5 in the whole tract 
of hills, there is new (1 863) a population of 20 , 900 .' [In 1901 the 
population of the Darjeeling District was 249,117.] 

Trouble with Sikkim. 

For Campbell’s first nine years there was nothing of political importance 
to disturb the even course of affairs in Darjeeling, but in 1848 Df. (now Sir) 
Joseph Patton Hooker (the still surviving veteran) came to Darjeeling and 
the Governor-Gcneral had specialty asked the Sikkim Raja to give him every 
assistance in his botanical inquiries. Instead, however, of doing so the Raja, 
or rather his l)e«an, (generally called the Pugla Dewax) systematically 
placed every obstacle he could in Hooker's path Campbell therefore deter* 
mined to join Hooker and intervie w the Raja. Campbell and Honker reached 
Toomlong, the then capital of Sikkim, on 3rd November 1 £49. but die Raja 
totally ignored them. They therefore left the next day and 011 yth November 
they were both seined by a body of 90 Sikkimese soldiers and made prisoner*, 
and Campbell was very roughly treated and tortured. The story Is graphically 
toUl by Hooker in bis Hiut^h/un Jwntah (Chaplets XXV and XXVI). 
Military preparations were begun at Darjeeling when the news reached 
there, hut Campbell and Hooker were not released till they had been in 
captivity for six weeks 

As a punishment for this unprovoked outrage the territory of tire Sikkim 
tend was taken back by the Company from Uie Raja, This was effected by 
four policemen wire entered the treasury aucJ found there exactly six rupees I 
The boundary between Sikkim and British territory was also fixed at Hie 
Rungeet river, where it still remains 

After thi* nothing uf special importance took place till V'Mxi. when 
Campbell reported that the Sikkimese had set out authority at defiance, had 
prohibited trade and systematically kidnapped and made slave* of British 
subjects. Campbell was then ordered to suite certain portions uf Sikkim 
till the demands for redress were agreed to. In November *$60 he marched 
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into Sikkim with three other Europeans and 100 men of the local Darjeeling 
" Sebundy Sappers" and reached Rtfhtepong, .1 village about 40 miles from 
Darjeeting. lie was here fiercely attacked and was forced to retire owing 
to his ammunition being exhausted and on hearing reports of a threatened 
attack uti Darjeeling. The retreating tittle force was badly mauled in 
a defile 6 miles from camp, and the retreat became a flight till they met 
a detachment sent out to their niii For some da) - there was considerable 
excitement in Darjeeling, but a force was soon organised and put under the 
command of Lieu ten ant-Colcmct ). C. Gauffer* F RG.S. of the 7 jrJ Foot 

TJU. EXPEDITION «> l86t. 

This fnree consisted of a batter) of Mountain Artillery, ’ Naval 
howitzers, 400 men of the 6th Royal Regiment. < companies of tire 73rd 
N.I., a wing of lire 3rd Siklis and 290 men of the Sikh Police (now 45th 
Sikhs), Tire force crossed the Rungect on 2nd February tS6t. The enemy 
offered but feeble resistance and the chief difficulty was in the desertion of the 
transport coolies. The force reached To^mlong on 9th March and the young 
Raja came down from Chumbi to meet them, and a treaty was signed 
by the Hon'ble Ashley Eden, the Envoy and Special Commissioner' and 
“ Sekeong Knzoe, the Maharaja of Sikkim" on 28th March 1S61. 

The treaty consisted of 23 articles and made arrangements for trade, 
delivery of defaulters and criminals, etc,, and the Maharaja expressed bis 
sincere regret for the misconduct of his servant 5 and subjects and agreed to 
pay an Indemnity.t

We may now try to realise what the old station «&* like in rB41, when 
the accompanying map was published. The numbers on the map refer to 
locations or to houses already built. 

SVe may commence at the north-west comer of Ihe station. We find 
marked on the map the site of a house called, obviously from Its northerly 
position, ‘John o’Groats.’ (t belonged to a Lieutenant Montgomery 
who may have been the officer of that name in the ijth Native infantry, 
then stationed at Din&porc. The site of this house must have been near 
to the present fine house called " Smgamari' 1 belonging to Mr, A. Price. !t 
was near what is now called North Point, where St, Joseph's College now 
stands. This College was opened In [895, the school having formerly been 
at a house called 41 Sunny Bank." 

The road which now runs round Birch Hill then existed from John 
O'Groats to the present Observatory Hill, On this road in 1S41 were situated 
two houses. No. 1 or 3, belonging to a Mr, Yule. Higher up this mad was 
No. 4 belonging to Mr. Smith, of whom more hereafter, and Nu, ; called 
" Primrose HOI" belonging to Mr. Martin. Thu M r, Martin, or his family, for 
many years after kept the principal shop of Darjeeling. The shop was in 
1863 close to General Lloyd's home (No. :fc on map). Mr. Martin aim owned 
location No. 41 and, Jatcr on, the house now known as " Rost Bank. 1 ' which 
has been In the possession of the Maharaja of Burdwail's family fur the past 
50 years. Next to Primrose Hill" came location No. & This h on the 
ground now known as " Wilson'* lliisii. It is juat below the present 
Durbar Hall and the houses are now used as the offices of the local Public 
Works Department. No. 6 was tlu* only Hotel of those days tt belonged 
to Mr, S. Smith, the owner of locations Nos. ; ;md 28. Smith had let out 
this Hotel to D, Wilson & Co,, the enterprising firm whose name is preserved

The Darjeeling Hotel was a fair sized one, containing rIn 1S41) 14 single 
atid ; double rooms, it was managed for D. Wilson & Co. by Mr Warman, 
the owner or occupier of location No, 7 dose by. 

It was probably the same * cottage dike " building which so diaappotnlol 
Hooker on his arrival in Darjeeling on i£th April 1848. He had been 
informed that there was a "furnished hotel" In Darjeeling and had (tn 
English fa^hicr. brought neither servants nor bedding. He describe* 
Et {fiimait*)nn /wrarair, Chapter IV) as * a long cottage -1 ike building, divided 
off into pair# of apartments which are hired by visitors." This ‘ hotel' 
was probably iltlle better than the U 3 k bungaluw of th>? day, and twenty 
years taler it was even mure uncomfort able, for ia (861 Captain Hatham 
devotes over two pages of hi* Handbook to a denunciation of it.„“ There ir 
neiLlter (he wrote) an Hotel or D 4 k Bungalow properly so tailed There is 
what is culled a D ik Bungalow belonging to Messrs. D. Wilson & Co," The 
accommodation is destiibcd as “ inferior both In quantity and quality, the 
cuUinu is bad, the khansama’s chargei Are exorbitant" (tine is not surprising 
as the tharnsoma was an ex-convict " who had been twice tn jitfl 1 *). The 
people of 1861 possibly expected much, for Captain Hat boro remarks 
that " the gentry of Calcutta who have been accustomed to the □umptuoua 
dinners, the silver plate, and iced champagne of Calcutta ‘ are naturally 
ii*gustsd with " the stringy sheep, the muscular goat, the indigestible bread 
and the a 5 tr^ether-tr.-bc abominated fowl 1 with which they went regaled in 
Darjeeling In 1863. 

House or location No. 3 belonged to a Colonel Caufidd. This mtry be 
a Lieutenant-ColpTid Canfield. t B-, of the Light Cavalry, who went on sfck 
leave in February 1841. as Nre Army List show*. He may have Iwren one of 
the first invalids to enjoy the cool breeze of Darjeeling. 

House No, 9. called " Solitaire" belonged to Mr, H ripper, probably c^f the 
firm of llepficr & Co., who owned location Na 30 and it^ house, then and 
still called "Oak Lodge." The site of No. 9 correspond* with that of the 
present house. Rivers Mill dose by the Shrubbery cridrei ground. We 
understand that I he name " Riven " was taken from that of Sir A. Rivera 
Thompson, who was Lieu ten ant-Govern or of Bengal from 1883-8;. and w 
remembered a* tire opponent of what wu in those stirring days called the 
Tlbcrl Bill, Location NV to uc cannot trace, hut Na it is a well-known 
one. as it is the site of the present Shrubbery. Ti:e old house is ^cen in the 
picture of tS$i with thiw tall tree- in front of it. The home on this site 
hnd formerly been in 'he possession of Sir Thomas Edward Michdi Turton, 
Bart,. who was Registrar of the Supreme Court of Calcutta, and succeeded 
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bis toother 33 Baronet to 1844. anti later on got Imo financial troubles which 
led to his befog an Inmate fur u considerable time of the civil side of the 
Presidency Jail, whtns till recently a wad was pointed out known by the 
name of Turton's wad. 

This house, about 1865, passed into the possession of Mr, Charles H. 
ftnme?, a notable man in old Darjeeling and one of ihc most energetic 
pioneers of the tea Industry.* * Readers of Hooker's H Rim&iayas'' will 
remember how he records the hospitality of Mr, G. Barnes in his comfortable 
house, "flu a conical hill overlooking the Ganges.' at Colgong, and how 
Mr Charles If, Rarne* was the first u> wdei.»im: him to Darjeeling on 
his arrival at the " Motel ' os sbcive described, The Umnes brothers were 
noted for their hospitality and kept open house Tor traveller? on their 
way to the hills. Tt was Charles H Baines tvhi> opertrd out the tea wtates of 
Chongtong, N’agri, Singtom, Vah, Mineral Spring?, Rungnett and the 
Moontevtot estate at Kurseong. A tablet is erected to his memory in St 
Andrew's Church, Darjeeling, and the name^ wf two estates in the district, 
" Bamesmore " and " Barnesbeg," still commemorate the name of the man 
who did so much to establish ills great Industry of these hills, Rrom ihe 
hands of Mr. Rartits the old house in the grounds of the Shrubbery passed 
into the possession cf the Coach Behnr Estate and was finally cheaply 
purchased by Government on jist October 1877, The present fine residence 
of the LieutenaiU-Gnvernr<tj? of Bengal, erected in 1879J in Sir Asblcy 
Eden’s time, was first occupied in the summer of 18S0, The previous 
hhuse, though usually described a» a *' Cottage,” must have been a fairly 
large and roomy one, for in it dwelt a succession of Lieu tenant-Governors 
from the days of Sir Frederick lfalliday, the first Lieutenant-Governor of 
Ren gal.

Immediately below General Lloyd's house were the old Public Gardens. 
Jong since built over- The present gardens on the north'west slope of the 
Eden Sanitarium hill are now known as the Lloyd Botanical Gardens and 
were presented to Government in 1878 by Mr. William Lloyd, the proprietor 
•if Lloyd* Bank, nephew of General LI'.yd, whet also gave the beautiful 
Birch Hill to the station <>n the condition that It was to be kept as a Park 
for the people, unbuilt upon for all time. Mr. William Lloyd also subscribed 
handsomely to the building of the new Church in 4870 and presented it with 
the organ. He also gave the local corps of Volunteers a Maxim Gun, said 
to have been the find, ever brought to India. During the past eighty years, 
truly the Lloyd family have done much for Darjeeling, Before tl»c gift 
of the Lloyd Botanical Gardens the Government Botanical Garden* were out 
al Rungaroon, a well-known picnic place, in the forest below Tiger Hill, 
across the Rungnoo valley. 

To return to the old Map. NV 17 belonged to Dr. Pcaisoti, whose name 
b also attached to locations Nos. 14 and .14 S o, 17 marks the site of the large 
house now called " Southfield'' between the Church and the Alliance Bank. 
Dr. Bear sou had resided in Darjeeling and had written on the diseases of the 
people and the climate. In the Army List for 184* he is shown as Surgeon 
to die Governor-General and aj having come out In the Bengal Medical 
Service in the 11 season ' of 1825. 

Location No, 18 corresponds tu die present bazar and No. uj wo* the 
magazine close by tire old Katie*i

The site of tiie old A 'when of Dr. Campbell was made over by the 
Government of Bengal in a letter, dated tOth August 1892, lu the Committee 
of the present Darjeeling Aimmancnl Club on tite condition that the land 
be used solely for the purposes of a dub. The ground 30 given over (on 
a sixty years' lease with the option of renewal; at the nominal real of one 
hundred rupees a year was 3 acres, y roods, to poles and (yyj feet, as the 
accurate measurement In the lease records it. 

This Club began as a tennis dub. and in Its early day# appear to have 
been in difficulties; for in tSO-j, the building then used as the “Assembly 
Rooms * was sold to a Mr. Dunn. who opened a shop there, and as the author 
of the Hawibitfk ul lSCj says, “the ■-call once pressed by the bells* of 
Darjeeling arc now covered with hermetically sealed lobsters and tart 
fruits." Besides this shop of Mr, Dunn Lkexe then was another shop 
kept by Mr. Doyle, situated Ldnw Gtrrenii LJoyd s House in wluis is now 
“Meadow Bank,, a Government Office, A Mr. Chapman also bad another 
>hup, "on the road between Beechtvoodaud the Church" which was probably 
the first shop on what is now called ‘Commercial How at the Chowr.utu end 
of Auckland KoaiJ 

The present. Daijeeiing Club, Limited, for long known as the " Planters 
ClnW' was started (as l am informed by ilsbu N. K. Cbaudhuri, the Head

"Alice Villa" It afterwards moved into its present comfortable premises, and

The old hospital is shown on the map 00 the east side of the hill now 
topped by the Eden Sanitarium "opened on 23»d April 1883)* The old 
hospital bad three w&itls, one for the corps of tapper?, one for the general 
public, atnj one for sick convicts from the old jail on the slope below. 
There was also a dispensary for out-patients 

We now come to the flat space marked H.P. .in the old map. This is 
the present Cbowrasia, from here ran and still runs a road up the ridge to 
the S.E., now called the Eastern Jalapahar Rood. In the old map it is 
noted that a circular road was contemplated around the present Observatory 
Hill, As soon as this road was made, a “ crossroad" must have existed here- 
but the name “Chowrasta” was not used even in 1863, and all tTWMiircm*nt« 
of distances within the station were taken from ‘Dell Corner." which Is the 
house now. by a corruption of the word “ Dell, called * The Dale" 

Below the above-mentioned Eastern Jatapahar road on the east side of 
the same ridge Is the road, then traced out *nd now called tile Calcutta 
Road, which rum to Ghoom, across thn bspr landslip below St, Pau!’- School. 
On the map this road it diown a- a " new line of road traced out. At the 
foot of this ridge, on the west on the old mop, are the words level road 
being traced out. This, as the old Gas N fa' or 1R41 tetfs u>, U the road 
called the Auckland Road leading to the waterfall two miles from the old 
ruin," or in modem language leading from Observatory Hill to the Eden 
Falla and indeed on to Ghoom. - The * Old Ruin " was lhe remairin of the nJd 
Mummery or Gum pi, destroyed in an old Goorkha raid os mentioned above. 
This new road, culled after the Governor-General of the day, was laid out 
under Dr. Campbell’;- owlet* hy the young Lieutenant, R C Naprer, destined 
a quarter of a century l iter to become Lord Napier of Magdch. Napier war 
in 1841 Executive Engineer in Darjeeling, The present houses on this mad 
called "Sligo I fall'and 'Click Villas" were built during the years Lord 
Ulick Browne (the present Marquis of Sligo) resided in Darjeeling,

We may now follow the line of ” locations along the ridge road from 
the Chowrasta or u Dell Corner " toward* * Jalapahnr " The excellent build¬ 
ing ground along the slope mentioned in the old map was soon occupied. 

The first location on this ridge, No. 24, belonged to Dr, Pearson, above 
mentioned, and corresponds to the fine site of the houte now known as

It is tu be liojied that 
when the new house for the Civil Surgeon i* built, the oW name “One Tree 
House’ will be revived to com memo rate -me nf the residences of the 
medical man who made Darjeeling. 

it is. however, very clear that Ur, Campbell lived for the greater pan of 
his life in Darjeeling (0 tuo liter house for long known as "Beechwood 
House,This is on the files numbered 44 and 45 on flw old map. hi 
1S63 the llandho&k cleatiy calls liceehwood “Dr. Campbell* a old house; '* 
the grounds were tastefully furanged and well wooded, and tradition has It 
that many of the big trees and rhododendrons weir planted by Sir J, h 
Hooker. Some local irritation was recently caunet! by the present owner, 
a German gentleman, cutting down trees and in the opinion of many 
spoiling his property. Part of the former grounds of rhi, boose ate now 
opened up and built over with houses large and small, including a targe 
public rink.* Between Beech wood and Woodlands, fn were three 

houses belonging to Colonel Cmmmdin of the Engineers. There probably 
represent some of the house- of the Scotch Mission, and ihe name or one -.if 
them survives in the same “ Ban stead ” for the road which now runs from 
Auckland Road pastlhe Minion and the Turnbull Memorial School down 
to the railway station. 

To return to the ridge and ' One Tree House," iht next location, No, 27. 
was owned by Mr, Cameron and No, *8 by Mr. Smith, the owner of the 
hotel, and curiously enough this is the site of the present Grand Hotel.

The Houses in 134b 

Tire houses in these early days were neither very substantial nor 
imposing. On the old map ihe rise of a location Is given as too square yards, 
and there are many occupiers of houses now who would gladly have this 
amount of space. The houses were all of « um/tft end dab; " some had iron 
roof* ( and these Iron roofs plain and colon red red are still characteristic of 
Darjeeling) They were * mere cottages of the better sort," says the old 
Gasttm* of 1841 , - tingle storied cottages or, if the reader prefers, villas "

The old Ga~i(ttir map showed only 46 location* or house* in Darjeeling 
but in a footnote it is added * there are now some sixty or seventy location5 
and Dr Campbell has made a drive of 16 miles round the station, including 
the splendid road railed the Auckland Road leading to two magnificent 
waterfalls called the Edcnfalls.’'*

for public purposes but no appearance of appropriating them. A small fort 
or neat stockade on the crerof Dorjding Hill, where there yet appear* 
the remains of an old monastery, would be ornamental and useful A good 
clock is much wanted to regulate the time of the station.,... if Government 
cannot afford a good clock a good sundial would be very acceptable, and 
■I morning and evening gun would be useful.' 1 

The fit* than* evidently received these remarks from it* " Own Corns- 
spendent.” The suggestion to build * fort was not adopted, but seme out 
evidently approved of the proposal for a sundial, for in itlfij one stood in 
from of the old XoDteri, “ presented to the station by a visitor, possibly a* a 
joke (suggests the author of the ihv*db*>k of 18G3), for, as be says, "of 
what use can a sundial be in a place which is always- in the clouds."

The picture of Darjeeling which we here reproduce from 411 old coloured 
engraving, give 1 a good view of tin. nation in 18$'* At first right it L# 
difficult to localise places on the picture, and it was not till we discovered 
the point from which tin: nketch was taken that v,e were able to understand 
it. 

The original sketch wiw evidently made Irum a high point on the 
tt'Mleftt J.iUpaii.Li Road, say at tin: bond! of the road, on the projecting spur 
hdmv EdeafalU Ikniv, nr p ,'vribh fr un a point halt way up Hlytfiim Rond 

The foreground of the picture is given in great detail, but the more 
important jrarl of Darjeeling is not v-> clear Flotn this point of view, the 
Kmchctijilngii Range appears correctly. hut the lower ranges of hills am P.xj 
prominent and the long ridge uti which Use station is built is not sufficiently 
emphasised. 

It is, however, possible to localise all the points ->f the picture. 

The black slope and trees mi the extreme right of the picture form th“ 
upper portion of the grounds i the present W'-odtands Hotel, and the orna¬ 
mental garden, with stiffly bid out paths, it |iart of the slope below the 
hotel. The winding road at the bottom and right lower cornet, with the 
tjuafnt Highlander- like natives, is pan of the Western jatapahar Road leading 
up from the Auckland Road. In the left lower corner of Uie picture on a flat 
space are two bouses the nearer one used to be called * Bel ombre. 1 and 
bdonged to Colonel OwnmeSin of the Engineers; beyond it. close by a Hire 
of dark trees, which still exist, is the bouse now converted iut Bit Lowis 
Jubilee Sanitarium. The well marked road beyond this row of trees is the 
Victoria Road, and just Wow ft, U the bouse formerly called 14 Wolknw" 
now occupied by the Superintendent of lire jail, which at present standi on 
lire slope just bekm,

Observatory Hill is easily made out with the group of bouses still to be 
found on its southern end (*• Ada Villa.'’ etc.). The old church is dearly to be

old katkeri ;thc Amusement Club). 

About an inch further towardthe left of the picture is the large Loose 
which is the still existing—“ Caroline Villa. '" Above this and further to the 
left, almost hidden by three tall trees, is the house which preceded the 
Shrubbery on this site. Further to the left in the same line comes the group 
of houses still known as “ Wilson Bustf," then comes the lofty northern end 
of Birch JliU, and at the extreme end, close by the site of John o* Groats of 
the old map of (841. was a house formerly known a> - Gossan's Comer*' and 
more recently as * Edgars Folly " 

Jo (he centre of the picture the ban; rounded it ill had on its top the old 
Post Office anti a school for HHutia boys. This bill is much less prominent 
now-a-days, for it was wry largely cut down in iHdi to provide room for the 
large buildings of the Eden Sanitarium, which was opened on send April 1S8 j. 
The lines and the bazar are in the same site as in the picture, but the baur 
has spread widely over every available space. 

Another picture of Darjeeling t->-da)\ is given for the purpose of con¬ 
trast. 

A* may be seen from the smooth cleared patch beyond tile trees and die 
Sanitarium Hill, m 1852 the formidable Happy Valley landslip did not exist. 
The ” dandy of that day was more elaborate than (he present day H dandy ; “ 
and rickshaws did not exist,—indeed they are only an importation of the last 
few years.

Tim Darjeeling Roads, 

The Auckland Road, built as wc have said, by Lieutenant Napier 'after¬ 
wards of Magda!*; was continued by the amc Engineer to Kur?i-nng and 
Siliguti s-rVf Pankabark This old road still exists and is called the 
Military Road. 1 ' U remained the only road to the plains till the present 
splendid Cart Road was made in i36i to 1869, The Eastern Bengal State 
Railway reached Sillgtiri in 1878 and passengers then went up the hill in 
tongas. A road still called the M Tonga Road" runs from the Auckland 
Road, near Woodlands, to the Cart Road below. The Mill Railway was 
co mm enced Ln i879, it reached Kursenng in I88c and Darjeeling in 1S81. 
A short road, which runs down past Woodlands and connects Auckland 
Road with the Railway Station, called 11 Frestage Road H commemorates the 
name of the Chief Engineer of this remarkable Hill Railway 

The Journey To Darjetunc rs Early Days. 

in the old days of 1841 the journey from Calcutta was very different 
from the 20 hours train journey of these days. Twenty hours is long enough 
for a journey the same distance u* from London to Edinburgh, but no 
appreciable acceleration is possible til] die Sara or other Bridge across the 
Ganges Is built. 

Captain Herbert, who went up to Darjeeling in 1830, gives his itinerary 
as follows:—

AH the roads from various parts of Bengal met at Tltalya, then a place 
of considerable importance. It Hcs on the south bank of the river Maha- 
ouddee, t; miles from Siligmi In 1841 It had a hotel (run by D. Wilson and 
Co.), a facta dak bungalow and a shop. It was regarded as the “ Store 
Dcpdt for the Kills, 11 and in 1SG3 the remains of old bungalows and also 
officers’ graves could still be seen. Invalid,* were recommended to go up the 
Hughlt and Jellihgee rivers as far as possible. The extension of the East 
Indian Railway to Sahcbgunge (on the fl loop line") mode that route 
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preferably andi it tSfij this is the way recommended by Captain Hatbem 
The journey (h from Calcutta to Sahebgunge wta then hours (it Is 
n f >t very much better now), the Ganges was crossed in a steam ferty to 
Kara go! a Chat and no less tha n y hours is put down for the river journey. 
Then the passenger proceeded by tlik through Fumea, Kissciiguiige, and 
TItalys to Siliguri and thence up t he hill, the journey taking 70 hours in alL 
In ( R45 0 i looker took over eight days (8Ut to tfltb April) to get from B hagai pur 
to Darjeeling and it cost him Rs 240 from Karagcia Ghat to " the Toot of the 
hills." In r&4i the cost of the journey from Calcutta for one person was 
R*. 176. In 1863 Captain ilathcni calculated it at Rs. 123, It is now 
Rs. 49 first class.

A word now about tile Cantonments of Darjeeling, The most recent it 
Lebong, or Alibosig. as the natives more euphoniously call it it only began 
to be used about (0 years ago and «*» formerly part of the Bannockburn 
Tea Estate. Four or five years ago extra barracks were built and there is 
now room for a * hole battalion of British Troops. 

Tlit Jolapahar Cantonment was established as a convalescent depit fur 
European soldiers In 1848. hut was used for convalescents only, during the 
period the old cantonment of Senchal was occupied. It b still mainly a 
convalescent depot and used for the troops of the Presidency Brigade. 
Higher up the ridge Is the more recent Katapahar. the summer station of a 
Mountain Battery. 

The most Interesting of the Darjeeling Cantonments is the long aban¬ 
doned one on the tup ')f Senchal ridge to the south of Tiger HUS. The top of 
this hill, 8,300 feet, was cleared and leveled and the construction of barracks 
commenced in 1857 ; they were occupied in 186a The buildings consisted of 
14 officers' bungalows. 20 barracks for the men and two hospitals, one for 
$4 male patients and the other for 16 female patients. The first regiment to 
occupy Senchal was the 6th Fool It is difficult to understand the choice of 
this hill fur barrack-, as it is rightly called " .Senchal M or the *' hill of mist 
and fog." The only explanation offered Is a quaint one given lit the Hand- 
tvok of 186J, that the resident* of Darjeeling " wished to keep Private John 
Smith ui as respectful a distance as possible."* Captain lUthori rightly 
protested against this explanation and adds that except the hospitals, the 
barracks were "jenry*built and flimsy;" the foundation]*, however, cannot 
Itflve been as, as many ^slis and tail chimneys stilt remain. Senchal was 
abandoned as a cantonment .con a fi er .1 visit of the Commandcr-in*Chief In

Some of the old walls were levelled and turfed over by the 
Darjeeling Golf Club, which was started there in (905, This Golf Club 
proudly boas Li of being the highest golf club in the world (8,*00 to 
8,300 feet), It has thirteen holes. In 1908 a new bungalow has been built on 
Sen chat by the Darjeeling Improvement Fund for the benefit of visitors on 
their way to the top of Tiger Hill to see Mount Everest, The three peaks of 
the Everest group ; Peak 14, Mount Everest in the middle, and an unnamed 
peak on the left; are clearly seen on a fine day. just peeping over the top of 
black Singaldak. This is the only place close to Darjeeling frvim which 
this mighty mountain can be seen. To * it to perfection it is nttessary to 
go out some forty or fifty miles along the Nepal Roundary Road. 10 
Sandakphti or to 1 'alooL From those heights the " grand summit!'" can be 
Hsen clearly, and those who hate seen them on a fine morning will appreciate

Clavering, Mr, Monson and Mr. Frands, 
at determined variance, on the other. Colonel i'carse, being warmly attached 
to Mr, Hastings, may be considered as writing m all his letters which 
concern him and his Government, with those feelings of partiality which 
* knowledge of these circumstances would presuppose. Perhaps (to mart's 
character was ever so enigmatical as Mr. Hastings', and in no tause were 
adverse parlies and feelings ever more warmly agitated. 

Colonel Pearsc's correspondence breaks off for a time at this period. 
The unhappy internal dissensions which prevailed were carried to so high 
a pitch as to threaten the very existence of the British Government in India, 
and all confidence in private friendship was at art end. During this interval, 
uowevtr, poor Nuneomar suffered ; of which Colonel Pearsc, probably as he 
could not approve, never make* mention In any subsequent letter. General 
Gavering, Colonel Monsou and Mr, Francis constituting a majority in Council, 
the rein* of Government had fallen Into their hands, and their constant 
object was to opfiose Mr, Hunting? in eveiy instance.

" Mr. Hastings' Agent had made what lie thought a surrender of the 
Chair at home , the Director# had accepted the resignation, and (.'layering was 
to succeed : but it was all provisional; it was not to take place without his 
pleasure; his resignation therefore was not complete : what they had granted 
was merely leave to resign if he pleased. 

"On the receipt of the news which arrived 00 the 19th June I???, the 
nld man demanded the key* and looking Upon himself as Govern or-Genera I, 
he actually took the oaths and summoned a Council in his own name, Mr, 
Hastings, vvhu was the real Governor, and who had not resigned, and Mr, 
Harwell, composed the majority in Council and they took the steps necessary 
to prevent ihe Madras game* hom being played. Bui matters were here 
quite different the whole settlement adored Mr. Hasting- ami as perfectly 
detested Qaverhng, the Whole Army were of the same way of thinking; 
the Judges gave the opinion unanimously, that the Chair Was not vacant, 
and the rtotlEkatiufi of this opinion gave universal satis faction Such was 
the unanimity of the Army against Havering, that his attempts to form a 
party were absolutely vain. The chagrin this defeat occasioned, sunk deep 
Into life mint! * from that day the seeds of death began to ihcot—his inveteracy 
increased—he began to talk of what he would do—whom he would make 
repent— and ro forth . but death stepped In and stopped hi* earner and

“ Peace now reigns amongst ns ; we are again a happy people, Clavtr- 
log's name fa hardly ever mentioned, and never ". ith reaped, except by five 
or sts at most ; 1 mean of those who do yet remember him ; but the greater 
part know they have escaped from a great danger. His opinion of all who 
were before him was uniform; and though to carry on business he wa- 
obligcd to select some, yet they all knew he meant to hi I their places by 
another set, which lie hoped to obtain from England it may be ’aid this i* 
mere supposition ; to prevent which, take this which follow* a> a proof:— 

"About rj commissions for Captains were vacant, with otilers also in 
the inferior ranks. As ivas always usual. It was propped to hi! up the am. 
missions before the ships arrived, to prevent the mortification which must be 
the consequence of appointments from home, and which would be infinitely 
worse if those were superseded far whom commissions luid ireer long vacant. 
To this he objected, and urged a reason, that he expected officers from 
England to fill the vacancies. You need not wonder new that ike whole army 
took the alarm, and looked upon the man who ought to have been their pro¬ 
tector, as thdr inveterate enemy ; they did so, and he felt it to his death.

11 You were preparing to go to India House about the Madras revolution ; 
very nearly had we one m this place, but the hatred uf all ranks for the 
deceased prevented his using the military power to take by force the Chair, 
as was done at Madras The General, by the advice of one Folk/ *ont 
to demand the keys from Mr. Hastings. He also summoned a Council (n his 
own name) as Governor-General, And before the only Member of Council 
(Mr, Francis} who attended and the Secretary, this Folk, and one Lacenm, 
he took the oaths and ususped the Chair ; be sent for the Feisiart translator, 
and ordered him to Iran slate the proclamation into Fersiati, and to make 
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known his appointment to the Chair . and ht drew out orders fc-t the garais-nn 
to acknowledge and proclaim him.

Sir John read it over very 
attentively, and more than oner end then politely again declined ; being 
ordered, lie refused and left him Whilst this was transacting at Government 
House, Mr. Hastings was sitting in Council of Revenue with Mr. Harwell, at 
the Revet) iic Council House, carry mg on the common business, and little 
suspecting [hat it had entered the General's mind to act the farce that was 
earn ing on ; but he wa; soon obliged to lay aside the Revenue business to 
consider a letter which tin then received from General Covering, demanding 
the keys, ond declaring himself tobeGovcmof'Geitoreh He Instantly took the 
necessary precautions, icut Ins orders into the Fort to the Commanding Officer 
tn prevent his being •.mpnsed into any act of disobedience by the orders 
he might receive from General Clavoring, acquainting hun that the General 
demanded ihe Chair and keys, that he had sent to Inquire the opinion of the 
judges, and wa* determined to abide by their opinion ; but in the meantime 
he commanded that no other person shun hi be received as Cover nor-General, 
and that General Chveting should not bo tufferfrti t<> enter the Fort ! 
happened to be second in command and was accordingly sent for, The guards 
were strengthened, the gate* shut, and it became necessary to endeavour 
to find how men stood affected A few moment* were sufficient to do that;

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Jn the beginning of 1776, a detachment of Artillery tinder Major Bailey, 
called the Bombay detachment* went on service from Bengal, with an array 
under Colonel Leslie, This force was appointed to march across India to 
support the Bombay troops in restoring KagubaJi In the Government of 
Boon ah In consequence of the want of European Artillery several companies 
of Golufttlauze, or Native Artillery, had been raised at the suggestion of 
Colonel Feu'se and brought Into fine discipline; and the following order, which 
was hnicd by Lieutenant-Colonel Goddard in camp, reflects very high credit 
upon the corps ; as a part of them marched with Colonel Leslies detachment 
Colonel Leslie dying on ilie jid October. (.- Jonel Goddard had succeeded 
to the command.

Fii July 177<* intelligence was received In Bengal that hostilities had 
commenced an Europe between the French and English, The pnblEc 
dedication of war, however, bad not reached Inilia^ ; notwithstanding which 
the British Government of [ndia t not doubting the fact and conceiving the 
act justified by prudence, *d*ed upon the French settlements of Chandcr- 
nagore, Maflullpatam and Catfcal; and sent an army against Pondicherry;, 
which was the only Strang place* of arms remaining Iri possession of the 
French in Ind ist 

The Madras Array t 00k the field, under Sir Hector Monro, to tiv 
siege to Pondicherry, on the land side; and the British squadron, under

engaged upwards of an hour with great fury, the only advantage gained on 
the part of the English was, that the French ships sheered off, and the 
English, being disabled In their rigging, could not overtake them. 

Sir Ed wand Vernon, having refitted his squadron, sailed Into Pondi¬ 
cherry Roads <11 the evening cf the 21 st, which the French fleet did not 
oppose, and under favor of the night escaped. The public notifies turn of the 
war did not reach Bengal, however, until 39th November following, when 
Colonel Pearse w rites to his unde, Admiral Mann, as fellows - —

" The war which we heard of yesterday, 1 mean the declaration, (for we 
have taken Pondicherry am! Chundentugorc and are gone against Mahej 
will, I presume, so much employ you, that 1 hope you will excuse my sending 
home’ a power of attorney, making my friend Lionel Darrel my joint 
attorney with you as the war which is to rage for these io years, perhaps, 
or until Carthage is destroyed, will no doubt give you full employment"

u Pondicherry Tell in October last, after a siege that made us ail despair, 
Wc fitted ’■nit a fleet, If our ships may be called so; two of .jogwis each went 
to assist at Pondicherry, under joe Price, the other two fell down a day or 
two ago under Richardson, Our Army was augmented, and my corps came 
in for Its share ; two companies were added, and three battalions of Native 
Artillery, called Golundaure ; they are tit fan the same we had. being 
raised from the pick of Lascar®, but with European officers 10 command 
them. 

11 Three regiment i of Cavalry were raised, Goddard Is the Lieutenant- 
Colonel Commandant of the Cavalry Brigade, Leslie was on an expedition 
with Goddard I.estic dial—Goddard commands it — Stihbcrt commands 
In chief—Ironside is coming into command here—Morgan commands at 
Berhampor,; —Humpton (now a Lieutenant-Colonel) commands at Cawnpore 
and Upton al Cliunar : these art all my scalar* now. 

“Our fleet had a fight with a very unequal French fleet off Pondicherry ; 
and though we were deemed the victorious party, we could not boast of any 
decisive advantage at sea. till one of their flcei was taken, and the rest, in 
consequence, went off. By the time this happened, Pondicherry was then 
invested or nearly so. The batteries were opened on tire 17th September 
with 28 cannon and 27 mortars; and the place surrendered on the 19th 
October after a most gallant defence and very tedious siege,

ui id we attached before war declared—and at !a*t made ui 

confess we were what he called u?, by stipulating that the place should not 
be destroyed till v.x knew there was wax —g] j it over by saying 'till 

we receive arivict* from Europe An array is gone against Mahe,* the only 
place the French have left." 

In November t y;S, Colonel Pearse received intelligence of his father 1 ! 
death at m advanced Age. The ease of bis latter days bad been secured by 
constant annual remittances from his s^n. not only r.-r his own support, 
t'o: for * tiaugfjterX the sister of Colonel Pearre, for whose maintenance he 
continued to send home a handsome income. 

The L jurt=il of Bengal tnrl Madras were at this time smuggling with 
internal d!*rfin..i:jtt*. gi. ing rise so she violence of party spirit amongst the 
European population of the two Presidencies. Violent as these were, and, 
destructive of the peace of the community, another source of animosity 
now Appeared, crigmating firm the proceedings of the Supreme Court of 
Judicature and its attempts to extend its JuriadictiotL This Court had been 
constituted by Act of Parliament in J 77 3. The Judges were appointed by 
the King, from which the power of Court emanated. The Court was framed 
ol a Chief Justice and three Puisne Judge*. It was a Court of Common 
Law, a Court of Equity, a Court of Oyer and Terminer* and Gaol delivery ; 
an Ecclesiastical Court, and a Court of Admiralty, The principal object of 
Far!Uinem in constituting this Court was, to secure the pure administration 
of the English Law to the subjects of the British Government in India, and 
by appointing judges on fixed and liberal salaries to prevent die abuses of 
Judicature, liy seeming the emoluments of the judges from increase or 
diminution by the payment of fees. The Parliament enacted that a sufficient 
salary should be fixed for the Judges, and that no additional emolument*, 
in the shape of fees by suitor*, or in any other form, should accrue from their 
judicial junctions. The principle was honorable to the Parliament of Britain ; 
but when the King’* Court proceeded to act in India with unlimited powers, 
the Authority of the Supreme Council of the East India Company was 
paralyzed The dashing of the two aulboritie* bad been foreseen by many, 
but the Paid a me m hml neglected to provide against it by prescribing 
bounds for either. The Supreme Court began to exert its unlimited sway in 
1774, and held uni to the native population, that they had all the rights of free 
Englishmen, and that, in poiiu of law. there wa-. no inferiority , that tiirir 
power was above that of the Courts of the East India Company, and that the 
natives were at liberty to throw themselves for redress from the sentences ol 
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these Court’s, upon the Supreme Court, where they would obtain redtesa -md 
protection, 

It may well be supposed that Ibis language to the Afciuties, aliOiC rote” 
fathers for generation <> Ji.ui lx»n accustomed to despotic government, was 
not very Applicable to them, nor could the natives readily apply rt to ate, 
as they could not CiimprdicmJ the hot us which the Parliament u> England 
had given them. Ridiculous a* well as distressing and vexatious mb' 
applications of the blessing on their part daily occurred, iu which it was 
discovered too late, that the authority of the Supreme Council was set at 
nought. Moreover, Lhe principle- of the English law were in man; instances 
at direct variance with their religious and moral laws j and the natives, 
both Hindoo and Muaahlmen, >m began t« look ujrou the njwiations of 
the Court with horror and consternation. The wits (says Mr, Mills) 
not of apprehension merely, but of actual suffering to which it exposed 
them, were deplorable. They were dragged from their families ami 
affairs, with the frequent certainty of leaving them to disorder and ruin, 
any distance, even as great as $co miles, to give bail at Calcutta., a 
thing which. If they were granger* and the wm more than trifling, it 
was next to impassible they should have hi their power, or be consigned 
to prison for all the many mouths which lhe delay* of English Judicature 
might interpose between this calamitous itagr and the final termination 
of the suit. Upon the affidavit, into the truth of which tlo inquiry whatever 
was made—upon the unquestioned officiant of any pai-on whatever a person 
of credibility or directly the reverse, no difference, if the individuals prose¬ 
cuted were within the jurisdiction of ilie Court the uativci were seized, 
carried to Calcutta, and consigned to prison, where, even if it w*s afterwards 
determine! that they were not within the jurisdiction of the Court, and. of 
course, that they had been unjustly prosecuted, they were liable to lie for 
several months, from whence they were dismissed total!) without compen¬ 
sation, Instances 'Occurred in wbich the defendants were brought from a 
distance tt the [’residency, and wface they declared their intention of 
pleading, that is, objecting l ;lie jnrnuircti'in of 'lit t.>11111, the prosecution 
was dropped ; in which case the prosecution was again renewed, tile defendant 
again brought down Ln Calcutta, and again, upon hit . 3 tiering to plead, the 
prurecutton was dropped. Ihc vtry act of being «ei?ed was, in India. a 
circumstance of the deepest disgrace and so degraded a man of mty rank, 
that, under the Mahommedi) Governmerit, ii wus never Attempted, except 
In case of the greatest delinquency 

It was s"-«n Ibund tlw the payment of tin. revenue waw evaded by the 
natives; and Lhe pubhc servant* of the Company, in endeavouring by the 
customary mode - to obtain payment i*f them, subjected themselves to tic 
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operations of the Supreme Court, «u>d were apprehended fnr trial ntld brxrght 
to Calcutta ; and this threat wa- Ucid out (a Un^ttm over nil ihe ompauy'a 
vwvants The Judges at rhe lime wttt, Chief Justice Sir Elijah tmpey, 
Mr, Justice Hyde and Mr, Justice Le Mi litre * 

The King's judges At la* l pioeecdcd for to require the Secretary* 
to the Council to attend as evidence hi the Supreme Court . and not only 
himself, hut the member* of the Council were threatened with action for not 
producing paper-' containing the mot* -.-Lret nan‘•act hn* *>f Government. 

The natives of the Province of Bah.ir drew up a petition to the Governor 
ami Council, praying for protection against the process of the Supreme Court. 
of if that could not be granted, for lei vs to relinquish their arms, that they 
might retire to another country, 

Paltry Artomtca. promulgating the authority of the Supreme Court, spread 
themselves over the country cncoBTa;:mg the native sprit of litigation, 
and, acting under the sanction of the King's Judges, preceded in several 
instance' to execute proceswsi Against all rank* si the suit* nf people 
Of the invest description ; and one Attorney at Patna proceeded by force to 
the house of the Tliousdar of Dacca, Against whom a process of arrest had 
been instituted by him. .hhI breaking down the gale of Id* house, entered by 
force; and. in the affray which took place, the father of the I’houidar 
was wounded be a swunJ, and the Phcui*ihn himself dangerously* wounded 
by a pistol allot from the Attorney, This violent proceeding was justified 
by the Supreme Court : and innumerable Instances of violence supported 
by law took place. 

Mr. Ron** at this time Arfvocate-Geiunstm the East India Company, 
a man of superior character and wisdom. nn<1 fortunately, in this crisis 
of affairs was at hand to afford hl« uivioc to the Supreme Council At 
length the Gosemo^Genend and Council tame to rite resolution of Curing a 
notification, by the advice of Ate.

And as we know that tho Maliommedans believe that those who die fighting 
for their religion do instantly go Its par ad Ur. that tlrey ate bound by the com¬ 
mands of God to keep the Mohinrnm anil tin: Shii, t» celebrate the death of 
these saints: to we know Out enthusiasm will make tliem determine tq 
maintain the right of British subject* idea given them by our Court), 
to celebrate their religion in the manner of lliefr forefathers. Ami os they 
have been taught that Uu-sc who are struck may strike Again, and after all 
prosecute those who struck them first so we may conclude that this will be 
the foundation of future disturbances which, beginning with Ya. Herein I may 
end in the thunder of cannon or the groans of murdered Europeans. 
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“To conclude, ibis first instance cf spirit of resistance and contempt of 
Europeans, allowed the mlubiunu what they may expect liertafter, when 
the spirit of equality shall be more diffused. We do seriously and sincerely 
believe there will be much bloodshed in consequence uf the interruption to 
religious ceremonies, whenever that shall happen : and we know that the 
Portuguese lost India for -mly attempting to pull down an idol. And I know 
that a common fakitr of reputed sanctity might very easily Snstigaie the 
Mahommedans to rise to a war enthusiasm . is not yet rpiiie dead—that is a 
serpent that will never die." 

" t have related facts : l have not exaggerated. I have not spoken of 
any points but those which mark plain frets ; but 1 do declare that this 
tumult could not have happened! if this Court had never been Instituted: and 
it is my opinion that either this Court must u ithfUaw, or that the-< provinces 
must be lost; for the Europeans will either be massacred, or driven cut In a 
very few years, if the Conn continues here.

In March 1779, trieuleftanbGemml Sir E. Coyle, HLB„ arrived from 
England with the commission o/Commarider-in-Cltfef. From "present ation*, 
grounded on error, blind infatuation, and party views, alu m had been taken 
by the Court t>f Director and by tire Government, that El was dangerous to 
teach the natives the use of Artillery. The corps of Golundsme, which 
Imd i's faithfully .ervH the Government. wa. aulcre-i to bn disbanded, the 
men having the option of enlisting as jepoys or Lascars, To entertain a* 
Sepoys, the GoJundauze were very unwitting and a* Lascars. they considered 
themselves degraded not only from the dutie- the latter had to perform, 
but also from bring placed upon inferior pay. The consequence was. that 
many Golundaurc deserted; others refused to entertain in any corps, and 
requested to go to theii homes : and lhc>e men, Eft many subsequent actions 
with :hr r: cmy. were f -tu'd filling their ranks and serving the enemy'. 
Artillery with undaunted bravery, steadiness, and effect. 

Soon after General Sir Eyre Coote’s arrival, it was rumoured about 
Calcut Li that Sir Eyre C. to bad biough t authority to disband the Golundnuie. 
and as this «a- 4 favorite corps of Colonel Pearse's and deservedly so. 
because he had not only formed it, but brought it into a fine state of discip¬ 
line, it may be supposed that ho readily took the alarm, and endeavoured lo 
prevent it being reduced. 

Colonel Peflrse had unfortunately many enemies m high rank in 
Calcutta. Mr, Francis's and General Clavoring's faction and Mr. Hastings' 
adherent* kept up all those I eel mgs of rancour which had been so long 
disturbing the peace of the -ettiement. One of the chief op posers of Colonel 
Pearae was Colonel Watson, commanding the Engineers ; and as he had 
vowed the overthrow of the Golundauze, and had considerable influence, 
he urged Sir Eyre Coot* tv proceed in thh unfortunate measure Colonel 
Pcarse, however, determined that this injustice to these faithful servants should 
not take place, if he could prevent it: he therefore exerted himself u 
became him in the stllivtttioii which he held. Those reader who may 
recollect the Golundauzc at Cawnpcre, under the late Major Hay, may 
well conceive how deeply it must have wounded Colonel Tears* to see a 
similar corps sacrificed to jealousy and party views „ and there b every 
reason to suppose that Colonel Pearses Gohindaure were equal to Major 
Hay’s, which Ei saying everything, for there never wa* a corps better

" it seems impossible to furnish European Artiiitry enough for the 
services of this establishment, be can w we are liable to lx attached at the 
two extremilies, and they meet such .1 distance as to redder it imp< >?ible 
to afford speedy assistance. For this region it appear? the mote necessary 
to establish Native Artillery 1 am entirely of opinion ihit it would be 
better not to teach the Natives tlie art of Artillery, and so it would to have 
kept them ignorant of the whole art of wav hut the impossibility of doing 
eitbrr i; evident, since the desertion of a few Artillery soldiers, if skilful in 
their profession, would have been sufficient to render alt precaution useless ; 
.aid the fact is that Sujah'ut-ttowiah had Golundaure who could fin: *,n lutes 
with one gun, and they did itr how far they were masters of the other part 
of the an. I cannot say. That the natives are capable of learning the whole, 
I myself do not doubt 1 know they may bo taught anylbing if the person 
who undertakes to instruct will only take pain* to explain his own meaning 
thoroughly and with temper and I think it would therefore !w much to the 
detriment of our service not to malm use of the men wt have. 

'■ Although the nanus Qohradaure is new, there have b«u native 
Artillery in the sertieb these ten >e..r<- for every battalion •mrc i"^o had 
two gum; attached lo it. for which they set apart ;,o sepoy*, who were taught 
the exercises. Therefore whatever mischief nuy be apprehended from having 
Native Artillery, wt were then liable to, thought-, t could not I hen derivt 
all the advantages wc now may. By collecting and giving them officers, 
the discipline became* uniform ; and when gun $ ire detached for service, 
officer* can bo afforded.

In fact, they are not 
taught It to the degree necessary far them to be left to themselves this is The 
duty of the officers a™l n unborn missioned officers, though some privates do 
know it also from practice -md observation fly bdng their own masters, 
though they went out jpad men, they returned drunken vagabonds; and this 
! can affirm to be a fact, and so very lew were the exceptions, that ( may say 
it was general With the two Europeans some Lascar were sent; they 
though they were of the Artillery were only employed to drag the gun . they 
were unarmed and undisciplined : but they served for many menial offices 
which made them desirable to the Captain * of the battalions. Every battalion 
which had these guns, though nominally seven hundred Infantry 1 , wai 
only six hundred and seventy Infantry and thirty Artillery; for so 
many men they generally set *parl for the gun*. Now every Battalion 
acta with it* whole ibra* and every gim detached may be of service. The 
men will be under their own officers ; Ihcif discipline will not much suffer; 
and if it does, by returning to the corps it will be restored, which ! think 
could not bu the case before. But I must beg leave to give «i opinion 
against Battalion gum ; cannon fn small brigades, brought to the points 
necessary, will do infinitely mure service than when scattered along the whole 
line. This; was found by experience the best mode last war. and in the latter 
campaigns was generally practised Each ul these had an officer whose 
superior rank gate him superior advantages; the cannon were bet let looked 
after, and in action pmduced most effect, md 1 imagine this must ever hold 
good In all services. 

" With rcipect to the native Artillery it ia to be observed, that, If by any 
means they lose their cannon, being aimed and disciplined, they may instantly 
become Infantry: where*, by being unarmed as the Artillery Lasers were 
they became a mob as soon as they lost their cannon. Those t have trained, 
perform all the duties the Lascars were wtnit to perform, I mean the Aniilery 
Lascars they make the stores „:ul manage the park ; it is true their duties 
are die more laborious, ami it ought therefore be worthy of consideration, 
whether they ought not to hare « ..mull addition to their pay ; were they only 
allowed half a rupee a mouth more, there would not he any fear of desertion;

For these reasons, J hope 1 he native Artillery will be 
found worthy of keeping up; and the mode of detaching gun- wherever 
they are wanted, preferred to attaching them to battalions : and I further 
hope that the specimen of what may be done in a litilc time, will Lt 
considered ns an argument for continuing what has been begun, and j 1 -' 
happily meet with your approbation. - ' 

On the receipt of the order to disband the Golundaurq, Colonel Pearse 
again attempted, without success, to prevent this ill-judged measure from 
Taking effect, by a respectful representation to the Government, a copy of 
which he forwarded with the following letter to General Sir Eyre Cocte —

statement. 

“ Reports prevailed In the settlement that a body of Mahrattas were 
about to invade the Provinces, and were then on the borders of BuHwin;

fluttered myself that by so doing I should, remove all cause of complaint 
against me on the article of want of reaped or obedfoncu nay, J e'er lumped 
for your approbation of my conduct, and ajii pcixuidcd that if the repo Ms Nad 
turned out true, you Would have commented me Happily for the Company, 
they proved erroneous but alas I I find myielf in i very bad predicament, 
and have offended that Officer whose favourable opinion I moat coveted, and 
emuloudy strove to obtain. With respect to my letter on the subject to 
yourself I hope uo unguarded expression has crept in t? give offence, Jf any 
such there be, permit me to assure you that 1 did nut intend to write a word 
in my Setter, which should carry .i meaning contrary h> that profound respect 
which is due to yourself and the high office you hold in this Army; and t 
pray you* that, if a hush oi improper expression is u he met with, you will 
favor me so far as to explain tte meaning by this assurance.

»tep I took, let me beg you will be pleased to c naiiler Jl at founded on error 
in judgment and not in want of obedience , penaft me to aware you that in 
the course of 3? years' service I have ever studied not only thoroughly in 
what rnbordinaJiot. and obedience eotiuit, but how In-s! topmctii-? them. A 
caw of a most Intricate nature hsvtn(: occurred, I, to my shame and confusion, 
find T have acted in a manner which ray present Com mantle r4n-Chief deems 
unmiiitiry in the highest degree, To him ! now address my self to unrest 
him to overlook the error in my conduct, and to entertain a more favourable 
opinion of me than that which i* expre*«d In the letter I w*» honored 
with.

March ijyB, .t body of forces, tinder Col. Leslie* mwdied front Cal pee to* 
wards Poonat). the distance of about £,$oo miles Leslie lost several months 
tu settling some disputes with which he had uo b milieu to Interfere, in 
llmvlkcnnd, n country in hiv route, and there lie dim! ■ Lt.-O G- >d<!Urd 
succeeded to the command of the detachment All the difficulties vanished, 
the detachment mare lied ivith great dispatch, crashed tile \crfcuddah, and 
were within a few days* march of Poonah. The Bombay forces were also to 
attack on their side, to second Goddaid, and they were so to manage matters 
as to arrive with him - but Goddard had the only power t* imb;. .idor. Tiie 
Bombay Council then sent their detachment, a. Captain' in three day* took 
pofeseaaiutl of ihc passes, their army marched the same diiljiicc in six weeks:

ment, and uli wu well. Thus ended the first light. The next day they began 
to treat; as they agreed to terms, the Mabiattu rose in demands so they 
fought again and again, and tucu they made their titaiy, audit watiogivc 
up Ragoba, which w - a= complied with . to eat (heir dinner, which the 
MaluutUs agreed to sand litem ; Lo deliver up SaUette, Br&tcli, am} any. 
thing d>: the S|Ju«B»s pkiswJ .iitd to send orders to Goddard to march 
back again, and at any rate to forbid his taking Poonah and doing hfc 
business without their aasMtoiiCc, which the Mahraltaj were very seriously 
afraid he would do.

This affair, though really a very 
serious one, has been so horridly mangled by the management uf the Bombay 
Deputies (whorl the Mubrattss call the Ivogfob coollesj, that though I really 
wanted hi give you an account of it in a more serious style. [ realty could ti, <; 
manage it. Goddard has done wonders; he has made hi* way good quite 
across Indio , has been twice attacked by the whole forte of the Mahratta,*, 
and made them repent it; and has at last reached Surat The Bombay 
detachment, much larger Lfiau Goddard s. within three days ol‘ Boofiah. were 
defeated by the Chiefs at the very instant they tin ugh: they were going 
to drive ill before them . and what happened plainly din wed they might 
have done it- for tf part .jf there force could in i retreat repulse it*e 
Malifalias, their whole force attacking would have destroyed ihcRl, and 
one victory would have made us masters of all the western side of India ; 
and if Goddard had been there without Field Deputies he would have dune 
it. Sir Eyre Coute has arrived, mid has reviewed my corps, ami has 
expressed his delight and satisfaction.

Army having failed, through imperial intelligent*, re rapport tire detach¬ 
ment To render thl= newt mure appalling, it wu reported that Hydra 
hail fallowed the retreating army of Sir Hector Mire to to the very suburbs 
of Madras and the Madras CouuciJ, in applying for /resistance in money and 
troops from Bengal, declared their total want of the former, and that ku 
weakness of Uieir force rendered them unable even to check the progress 
of the barbarous luvadet the M^dra- arm) .1 mounting to about 6.500, in 
which number were included the whale European force of r .300 men. 

Acco rding to Mr Mill (in hi; admirable lfotury of India) the formidable 
array of Hyder w*> not tea? than 100.000 strung, of which 3 C',QOo infantry 
were formed into rt^ulai battalions under European officers. and 30,000 
Cavalry which had been disciplined by French officer* that be had too 
pieces of cannon, partly matnreuvrwl by Emopetn* and natives wlto had beets 
trained by the English for the Nabob of tire Carnatic; that Bftkns. Lully, 
who had left the service of the Sub ihdar uf thi- Deccan for that of Hyder, 
was present mill hi> corps of Europeans to the amount ot 400 men, and that 
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lie Ntht principal share in planning tht operation* <>f llif 1 war, Here was. 
a striking lesser. to every Si alt i* f 'lit nect^jilj of strict discipline in on 
array and the regular payment of the tmOfH composing iL 

Hytiers main object uas the lota! extirpation of the English from the 
Carnatic, and Indeed from India, and had he pushed on with Ids overwhelm¬ 
ing force and taken Madras, winch in all probability must have fallen, the 
British biter* ts in list Carnatic would have yielded to the French; tht 
Mahrattiis never vroiftl have concluded peace with the English, and that 
portion. If not the whole of fndh. would have been lost lo Britain, To 
gratify his troop-, however and probably to pay them i, Hyrfet was obliged 
to lei them ravage and plunder the country round Madias and they devoted 
so much time to tins barbarous inisdc of carrying on war, that reinforcements 
from Bengal arrived and warded off the expected catastrophe. 

Never was there a more alarming crisis iu toe -nail* A British India 
Fortunately Mr, Hatting*, being support*! by Mr Harwell in Council had 
recovered the reins of Government, and the vigorous measures which the 
Supreme Government pursued, notwiihjfcaudfog the --bitinale opposition of 
Mr, Frauds, saved India. That Mr Hastings is entitled to the significant 
and honorable appellation or the Saviour of I ndia, is now generally allowed . 
and in speaking of Mr. ] listings, the name and ictvicts of his constant 
supporter and coadjutor is* Council Mr. Harwell, must not be forgotten.

Col, Ftww givt- the following account of the duel fought between 
Mr. Hastings and (Mr. Francis In a letter :—

'" But .—On the present occasion I dull less apologias for troubling you 
than J should on any other, because it a»n« to me necessary that $mi should 
be informed of the particulars of a transaction that has passed litre, and 
whfch Will make some noise at home. 1 mean duel between Mr. Hasiing.i 
and Mr. Francis or. which occasion I ,vas one of tht seconds, and thertfote 
am fully acquainted with t he [larticuiars which f dial I relate as concisely a 
the nature of the subject will allow me. 

■ I.ale in the evening of the 15th August, t received a note from Mr. 
Hastings desiring me to be wllh him riex« morning at breakfast; in 
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consequence l* which I waited iisnih lie introduced the subject ui 
business hv desiring me to give him my word of honor not to mention it till 
he .should give me permission. Of course T gave it, and be then informed me 
that in consequence of a minute We htri given in, Mr, Fra nets bail challenged 
him on the preceding day : that they had then agreed to meet on Thursday 
morning about half-past five near Helved ere, and be asked me to be his 
second. 

"The next moniiug, Thursday the 17th August, I waited on Mi Hastings 
in my chariot to carry him to the place of appointment. When we arrived 
there we found Mr. Francis and Col Watson walking together, and there fora 
soon after we alighted, I looked at my watch and mentioned aloud that it 
was half-past five, and Mr. Francis looked at his and said it was near at* ; 
this induced me to tell him that my watch was ret by my astronomical 
clock to solar time. 

11 The pbee they were at was very improper for the business \ it was tiic 
road leading to AfipOrt. at the crossing of it through a double row of trees 
that formerly had been a walk of Belvedere garden, on itie western tide of 
the house. Whilst Col. Wat:on went by desire of Mr Francis 10 fetch hh 
pistols, that Gentleman proponed to go aside from the road into the walk; 
but Mr. Hastings -disapproved of the place because it was full of weed* and 
dark : the road itself urns next mentioned, but tv.11 thought by everybody too 
public, as it was lies' riding time and people might wont to pass that way; 
it \vts therefore ngreed to walk toward 1 Mr. Harwell** house oil an okl mart 
that separated Ihis ground from Belvedere and before we had gone far. 
a retired dry spot was chosen as a proper place. 

As soon as this was settled I proceeded to brad Mr Hastings pistols 
those of Mr, Francis were already loaded : when I had delivered one to 
Mr. Hastings, and C >!. Wat on had done the same to Mr Frauds, finding 
the gentlemen were tx <1 la acquainted with the modes usually observed nn those 
occasions, 1 look the liberty to fell them that If they would fix their distance 
it wafr the business of the seconds to measure It. Lieul.-Ccd. Watson 
immediately mentioned that Fox and Adam had taken fourteen paces, and 
he recommended that distance. Mr. Hastings observed it was a great 
distance for pistols, but as no actual objection was made to it Watson 
measured and 1 counted. When the Gentlemen had got to their ground. 
Mr, Hastings, irked Mr. Francis if he stood before the line or behind it, 
and being told behind the mark, be said he would dn the same, and 
immediately took his stand, I then told them it was a rule that neither of 
them -were to quit their ground until they had discharged their pistols, end 
Col. Watson proposed that both should fire together without taking any 
advantage. Mr. Ilaslingj asked, if he mean! they ought to fire by word of 
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COnimAju'f floij Mtas toW he only meant the> dlvuld fire logs the* oa near!) 
** could lx. TUent- prcltmi airier were ail agreed tn, and both partita 
presented : but Mr Francis raised his hand and again came down to his 
present he did «e a second time when he -jame to his preujl^ which the 
third time of doiit" o, lie drew his rigger; but Inis powder being damp, 
the pistil did not fire. \ti Hastingr. came doim from I113 present to give 
Mr. Francis time to rectify his priming, and this win done nut -if a cartridge 
wilh which I supplied him upon finding they lind nn spare powder, 

'Attain the Genttcmo took thdr alanda, both presented together, awl 
Mr. Francis fired , Mr. Hoistings did the some nl the difUftt* df lime equal 
to the counting of one, two, th rex; distinctly, but not greater His shot took 
place ; Mr. Francis staggered , mu! id attempting to m down ht fell, and said 
tie a dotd man. Mr. I futtfrqja hearing this cried out, ‘Good God ! I hope 
not. and immediately went fop to htm. as did Col, Watson; but 1 ran 
in call the .set-van td, and to ordo „ sheet to lx- brought to bind up the wuuud 
l was absent ihoiit .* minntr.-- on my return I found Mr I lasting, standing 
by Mr Francis, but Cd. Watson ms gone to fetch A col or palanquin from 
Belvedere to carry him to town. 

When the ahuet wag brought* Mr. Hastings and myself bound it round 
his tody ; and we hail the -satisfaction to find It was not hi a vital pari and 
Mr. Fraud* aEjn.tr i with me in opinion d» s-.cm. a? it was mentioned. I offer ■ 
cd to attend him ta town in my carnage and Mr. Hastings urged him to go 
as my carriage «rs. remarkably ,iy Mr. T-’omcF agreed to gn and, there- 
fore, when the cot canlr twe proceeded towards thr- chariot, but were stopped 
by a deep broad ditch over which we could not c&iry the cot. for this reason 
Mr. Frauds wfi COOVeybd tv Belvedere, attended by Col. Watson, and 
we went n> low it to .'-aid assistance to meet him , but lie hud been prevailed 
on to accept a room at Belvedere uni there the surgeotw, Dr Campbell Ihc 
principal, and Dr. Frauds the Governor'* own surgeon, found him Whtti 
Dr. FtSUKib- returned he in formed the Governor that the wound was not 
mortal that die ball had strude just behlfid the bend of the rigid riba and 
passed between the flesh and btfttc ri> th r opposite ride from whence it had 
been extracted 

W'hllst Mi. Francis lying OB the ground, lie told Mr. Hastings, in 
consequence <if something which he sard, that he best knew how it affected 
hifl affairs, and that be had better lake care of himself; to winch Mr. Hastings 
answered, that he hoped and believed the wound wa* not mortal, but that if 
any unfortunate accident should happen, it was his Intention immediately 
to surrender himself to the Sheriff

In reply* I a*k tbe reader to turn to 
the Orijpxaf fMitts of Asiatic **—it reprint of which book, carefully edited by 
my friend, Mr, K. M. Dhar p and annotated by itiv>df p will shortly be on isale In 
Calcutta The author of the Origin^/ Letters is t«nt Captain Philip Dormer 
Stanhope who reached Cape Town m May 1773, From that place he writes: 
14 At present Hue conversation of die town b entirely taken up with the doeJ 
lately fought between the celebrated Captain David Roche, generally known 
by the appellation uf Tygcr Roche, find Captain Fergus <n r belonging to 
the Company^ land force? m Bengal Kergusson fell in Ihe engagement, 
and the story is here told rather to the disadvantage of Roche ; but J believe 
there were no witnesses who could prove thr least improper behaviour on 
the part of Roche, and that hh accusers were influenced by a most unjust 
and cruel prejudice. However, he secured a retreat on board m French 
Vessel then lying in harbour, and is by this thru- arrived In India ; the severity 
of the Dutch faw^ rsgmnst duelling rendering it absolutely necessary for him 
to adopt the moat eicjiecliliniis roods of escaping from their territories * But 
Roche had not reached India.

|F the reader will turn back to page 2 $l of die pnrtent volume he will vee 
that the honour fell to Mr 1 C X Dh-ir of bringing back to knowledge the 
rite of this old Octagon Summer House. A few weeks ago, I. in company 
with my friend, Mr C, H. Hooper, repaired to Banui*!, We mire quite 
prepared to wander far and wide without discovering the Octagon, but at dm 
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Railway Station wc fell in with a most excellent liuti ghari driver who 
seemed Or have divined the special object of our journey, and who drove us 
olTin great triumph to the Mndhumandi tank. Despite the scriptural pre¬ 
cept com men ding t-i m the praise -d great men, we do not often praise our 
firra ghatiumUas, but our friend at Jtamsct certainly deserves all the praise 1 
can bestow. With the greatest enthusiasm lie look us to every spot in or 
about Haratel we desired visit, and, if only I could have understood more 
perfectly the information he was ready to impart, t should have returned 
a far better informed person than, I am afraid. I remain. Mr. Hooper's 
photographs record our finds on this occasion. 


In the last number I wrote ( p. j, 17), In regard to the Memorial of those 
who perished in the Patna massacre of 1763, 11 the name of Sir William Hope, 
Hart., will be noted. His wife made her escape to the Dutch Factory, and 
1 have no doubt that -he was the Lady Hope who married the Mr. Lambert 
whose Octagon at Iforasct was mentioned by Dr. Hu steed." t consulted 
liurkes Jiatviutage, but, alas f while f found that a Sir W, Hope, Bar;., died 
in 17G3, he is reported to have been unmarried ; but, on consulting the registers 
at St, John’s, I found this entry against 37th April 1763 — 

ITilliwi Lambtrt and Lady Margattl Hogt, Witten* 

According to old custom, Lady Hope, although married to Mr, Lambert, 
elected still to be called by her higher social appellation, and on 
1st February 176S I find Mr, Lamb;it successfully petitioning for .1 
passage for " Lady Hope " on the Lard Elgin fCapiain Thomas Cooke}, 
V’ooi Lambert had apparently, like most Calcutta men of his times, many 
■1 painful loss nf fortune.' Hr entered the Company's Service about 
1760, and from 176j to 1766 va$ Military Laymastcr-Gcmeraf : then came a 
redistribution of office:, and our friend, married to ,1 lad) of consequence and 
blex-ed with a family, siv -nddeitly left deprived of the bulk of his income, 
and also with a most inconvenient amount of unsold timber, which he had 
provided for ttie purpose of sec 11 ring the new Fort William from river eti- 
crnachmcnt*. At this time he icems to have fallen into discredit on the store 
of his account-. I have traced him through several appointments. He was 
but a mare Factor in October 1766 in January of \}Cy, he was Clerk of the 
Court of Requests, and t have traced bis turns in ihe records of die 
” Court of Cuteberry,' In 176$, as we have seen, he scut his wife home 1

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I find his signature as a membrr of the Board gf Inspection in the old 
Collectorate Records of Chittagong. On fith February 1772 he whs splinted 
Chief at Dacca, hut. Oil the resignation of President Cartier, lie was given 
a place uti the Council at Calcutta. He remained at Dacca till August, and then 
removed to MurshidaliaH, “ that place -o much superior in point of climate : M 
thence he came to Calcutta. In 1774. he became Chief at Dinagcpore, and 
there he died on tilth Se p t e mber, “at S a,m. after nine days' illness" 
Surely this old Octagon has a pathetic love story to tell us. Think of what 
Lady Hope must have passed through in the trouble- of 1^63, and of poor 
Lambert, after his long separation from his wilt, asking nothing more than 
that his ashes might be buried beneath the dear old Octagon at Baraset. 
Should not the Society do something for its preservation ? 


Lieitte^ant-CoIjQnhl Crawford's article on Pandua. with its illustra¬ 
tions, will show that ati expedition to Pa min a will be worth the Society's 
white. It y quite possible in May to spend a good hour and a half at 
the ruins, leaving Calcutta about 3-0 P.H. and getting back only just a little 
late for dinner, bul this would not bo possible in the cold weather when 
the evenings dose in early. The ruins are a good mile and a half from 
the Railway Station; and it would be unwise to attempt a visit in the 
rains. The best course the Society could take, won Id be to leave Calcutta 
early one morning in December or January, visit Pandua, and then proceed 
toBuidwan, thus giving one whole day to two into renting places. By way of 
contrast, 1 give here a view of the Kitub Minar at Delhi. 


When this combined expedition has been accomplished the Society 
will have seen a good deal of the Hughli, Bmdwan. and Mtirrhidabad districts. 
Will It be possible lo extend our survey to the Jessore district? Hotv full of 
interest, for Instance, would be a visit to Muhammad pur—the great quadran¬ 
gular enclosure in which stood the Fortress and Palace of Riji Sifci R^ni 
Roy. By the year 1896 the ruins of the Palace had become inaccessible 
owing to the dense jungle growth : how things stand at the present day I 
cannot tell, but if a visit on the part of our Society were to serve to bring 
about a rescue of these monuments nf ancient Bengal from sheer destruction, 
we should liave very good cause for congratulation. In tire List e/Antitnt 
Monuments in Bengal, published by the Government of Bengal, there Is a 
lit! of the Miihammadpur monuments from which, as t understand the book 
is no longer procurable, I will venture to make some extracts.
